Impression that the strike dn the eoko 
region has to all Inlenta and purposes 
bilen broken, the public fulls to see 
the necessity for so largo an ad- 
vance In wages ot the coke workers 
at this timt. It ctoes^net begrudge 
these or any other workers largo 
earnings, for they are liberal spend?- 
era and will use thoir money In pro- 
moting prosperity ot the region as a 
whole* The concern of tho public 1» 
that a return to tho war-time liaal 
ot wages In the- principal industry of 
the region will tend also to restore 
tho -war-time scale of lUing prices and 
still longer (j-efer tie completion of the 
deflation wlxlch' has madte such, slow 
progress during tlie past four years 
Jt is wellkncmra fact Uwt cheap coke 


cannot ba mafle under,a 'wago scale 
which woe the basis or a , .Tar-time 
selling price ot $16.00 to $13.00. With- 
out i cheap cote cheap iron and stool 
cannot be/made, nor can any of the 
finished products of either, or t the 
articles into which they enter, to pro- 
duced. This cycle of Increased costs 
means higher prices In all related 
llnea because an advance in price in 
any commodity is.like a oommunl- 
cafcle disease — it sProads In ever 
widening 'circles until the,sourc« of 
tho Infection is removed. 
In Its relation to the situation grow- 


ing out or'the strike theie Is one fact 
which stands out very sharp and clear, 
The orpanl.'.ers who have been engi- 
neering: tSe strike cannot oouslstontly 
appropriate to themselves or their 
strategy any credit for bavins secur 
in. advjmc'e in wages, such aa la pro- 
rfded-^jj- tie new Frlck scale. They 
hare had no part whatever in Its 
fwinnUtion, as their brother officers 
aid In the formulation of the Ecale 
m the unionized districts. Tffe organ- 
izers did not even expect an advance 
to be made* over the rates current 
when the strike, •began. They have 
been directing their energies and ap- 
plying their tactics along other line* 
altogether.

have induced by a series of seductive 
promises to lorego the earnings o[ al- 
most five months' labor, would bo For 
the organ <ters to now concede thoir 
defeat anrt urge the stiikats to go 
back, to work without further delay.
